Lest this statement be officially 
regarded as dream stuff, it would 
he well perhaps to recall what hap- 
pened to another optimistic fore- 
cast made three months ago by 
vour correspondent.

FAILURE TO REPORT 
ON FUNDS ALLEGED 


Corrupt Senaities poe Held 
Violated by Organization’s 
Own omaesuneies 


(By Associated Press) 

Prosecution of the Antisaloon 
League of America on crfminal pro- 
ceedings under the corrupt prac- 
tices act was demanded by Repre- 
sentative Tinkham, Republican, of 
Massachusetts, in a letter to Attor- 
ney General Sargent, made public 
yesterday. 

Mr. Tinkham declared the Anti- 
saloon league, which he described 
as an “ecclesiastical political or- 
ganization,’’ had violated the cor- 
rupt practices act of 1920 as fol- 
lows: 

‘1. No report of receipts and ex- 
penditures of any character made 
prior to 1920; and 

“2. From 1920 to 1924, inclu- 
sive, reports made of receipts and 
expenditure of only a few thousand 
dollars, which reports were sworn 
to by the said Waybe B. Whéeler.”’ 


Return Required Under Act. 


Mr. Tinkham related that the act 
of 1925 requires the return under 
oath every three months of all re- 
ceipts and expenditures made by 
any organization for political pur- 
poses. 

“Until June, 1926, the Anti- 
saloon League of America under 
this act,”’ he wrote, ‘“‘reported un- 
der oath that no subscriptions had 
been received and no expenditures 
had been made. No report was 
filed by any subsidiary, not even 
by that of the State of New York, 
where an expensive 
campaign has been carried on by 
highly paid agents of this excess- 
ively subsidized subsidiary for its 
own candidates for public office. 

“These facts disclose a systema- 
tic, intentional and criminal pur- 
pose to violate the law on the part 
of this organization, which has en- 
tirely set aside one of the great 
guarantees of American freedom 
and liberty as asserted in the Con- 
stitution of the United States, name- 
ly, the separation of church and 
state. Moreover, this organization, 
which now controls the Congress of 
the United States and has made a 
mockery of the Constitution and 
of law, has paid campaign expenses 
of senators and_ representatives, 
and has even had the unspeakable 
audacity to place some of them 
upon its pay roll. 

Act Nullified, He Says. 


“It is indefensible that you 
should allow to continue the nulli- 
fication of the Federal corrupt prac- 
tices act of 1925, and I demand 
that you immediately institute ap- 
propriate criminal proceedings 
against the league and its subsi- 
diaries, as provided in the act of 
1925, and also against the officers 


of the organization who may have 

been guilty of perjury.

‘ATU. S. AIR FIELDS 


More Than 20 Maintained to 
Supply Information to 
Flying Units. 


More than twenty meteorologi- 
| eal’stations, including ones at Boll- 
‘ing field, Aberdeen, Md.; Edge- 
wood, Md.; Fort Eustis, Va., and 
Langley field, Va., are now main- 
tained by the signal corps, of the 
army, according to a tabulation 


made public yesterday. While they 
are primarily for the air corps, the 
information they obtain is aviable 
to the navy, air mail and civilian 
fliers. In addition to their obser- 
vation of surface weather condi- 
tions, they pay special attention to 
determination of speed and direc- 
tion of winds at high altitudes and 
measurements of the ‘ceiling’ or 
height of clouds.

Republicans Charged With 
Aiding Big Business to 
Consumer’s Detriment. 


Providence, R. I., Aug. 15 (By 
A. P.).—Control of the Senate by 
a Democratic majority in the fall, 
due to a reaction against the “lack 
of leadership’ and the tariff policy 
of the Republican administration 
was predicted today by United 
States Senator Peter G. Gerry. of 
Rhode Island, chairman of the Dem- 
ocratic national senatoria! cam- 
paign committee. 

Evidence of an undercurrent’ of 
sentiment favorable to the Demo- 
crats was noted by Senator Gerry 
“as candidates in the primaries con- 
tinue to be nominated.”” He saw 
the Republicans wanting ‘unity of 
purpose’’ and accused the adminis- 
tration of failing in construction 
legislation.”’ 

Both the eastern and western 
Republieans are still sharply divid- 
ed on a fundamental party policy,” 
he said, ‘‘and today have not even 
a tariff program on which they can 
agree to hold them together. The 
people are realizing that the party 
has no unity of purpose and that 
the vaunted statesmanship, econ- 
omy and sound business leadership 
of the administration are myths. 


Sees No Leadership. 

“Economic conditions for a time 
gave the country a fairly prosperous 
business condition, but with the de- 
pression of some big industries in 
the East and the continued agricul- 
tural slump in the South and West, 
Americans are realizing that what 
prosperity we eenjoyed was not in 
any respect due to legislation and 
that, instead of an able constructive 
program, there has been no Ppro- 
gram and no leadership.

BIG WATER RESERVOIR 
PLANNED FOR SUBURBS 


Will Yield 12,000,000 Gallons 
Daily to Territory Now 
Having Shortage. 


Steps to prevent a repetition of 
the water shortage felt in Hyatts- 
ville and adjoining towns last week 
during the heat wave, have been 
taken by the Washington suburpan 
sanitary commission. 

The commission is preparing 
plans for a dam and for filtration 
and pumping plant extensions near 
Burnt Mills. Md. The dam will be 
400 feet long and will rise 60 feet 
above the stream bed. The dam 
will form a reservoir of about 
1.100.000,000-gallon capacity, suffi- 
cient to provide for an average 
water consumption of approxi- 
mately 12,000,000 gallons daily. 

The excessive heat and drought 
of the past week caused a great de- 
crease in: the flow of the streams 
supplying the Washington Sanitary 
Suburban district. The commission 
has appealed to residents of towns 
in the district to use discretion in 
the use of the water. The maximum 
hourly consumption during the late 
afternoons and early evening has 
been 9,000,000 to 10,000,000 gal- 
lons ‘daily, which is from four to 
five times the average rate of con- 
sumption for the year.

|Underwater Camera 


Will Be Given Test 


Equipped with the most modern 
motion picture camera yet perfect- 
ed for recording scenes under sea, 
Dr. Paul Bartsch, curator of mol- 
lusks in the National museum here, 
has departed for the marine bio- 
logical station of the Carnegie in- 
stitution in the Tirtugas islands, 
where he will subject the camera 
to strenuous tests. 

The camera was constructed by 
Andrew Kramer, instrument maker 
of the Smithsonian institution, 
under direction of Dr. Bartsch. Pic- 
tures of great scientific value and 
educational importance are ex- 
pected to be procured by Dr. 
Bartsch with the aid of the new 
camera. The camera solves the 
problem of focusing and cranking 
while remaining water tight, and 
can be operated under the waves 
by any one accustomed to ordinary 
motion picture photography. It is 
set on a tripod, can be tilted, used 
for a panoramic view, can be 
turned slow or fast, and can be 
focused as readily as on land. It 
carries 400 feet of film. 


JOHN M. STEELE DIES 
AT HOME IN DENVER 


Former War Correspondent 
and Realty Dealer Had 


Brilliant Career.

ALSO RETARDS PARKWAY 


Three suits of the United States 
against the Chesapeake & Ohio 
Canal Co. are now pending in the 
Supreme court ofthe District which 
in the manner of their settlement 
will have a_ far-reaching effect 


on the question of private power 
and water rights on the Potomac, 
it wag Announced yesterday by the 
Department of Justice. 

The suits must also be cleared up 
before the Rock creek and Potomac 
parkway connection project can be 
carried forward, it was stated.

INFANT DEATH RATE 
ALARMS NEGRO RACE 


Three Times Higher Than 
White in 67 Cities; Physi- 
cians to Seek Cause. 


Alarmed because of the high 
death rate of negro infants as con- 
trasted with that of white children, 
Charles E. Hall, colored statistician 
in the census bureau, today issued.a 
bulletin cataloguing 790 cities of 
large negro population. in which the 
inortality of negro infants greatly 
exceeded that of the white group. 
This bulletin has been sent to 
Officers and members of the Na- 
tional Medical association, a colored 
organization, which meets in annual 
fession in Philadelphia next week, 
for analysis of causes of discrepan- 
cies. 

In Leavenworth, 
rate for negro infants for every 
1,000 far exceeds that for whites. 
This difference, while it serves td 
affect insurance Of negroes in both 
white and colored companies, is be- 
lieved to be due rather to failure of 
physicians to report negro births 
than to an actual difference in ratio 
of increase of white and§ colored 
population. In Biloxi, iss., the 
death rate of white infants is higher 
than that for colored infants. This 
is also the case in Charlottsville, 
Va.. and Florence, 5S. C. 

For 67 of the cities listed negro 
infant mortality rated three times 
as high as mortality of white in- 
fants on the average. The mortal- 
ity rate in Washington is 108.5 to 
every 1,000 for negroes, and 61.6 to 
every 1,000 for whites.

‘“‘We have probabivy more 
mercial operators than any other 
nation, due, undoubtedly, to the 
vast extent and the natural charac- 
teristics of our country. In 28 
foreign nations there is a total of 
102 air transport lines, most of 
them not regularly operated, and 
none, so far as the aeronautical 
chamber of commerce could de- 
termine, lacking some sort of sub- 
sidy. In the United States, not one 
of the existing or proposed air 
transport lines is receiving a cent of 
subsidy. 


9,000 Miles of Airways. 


“With nearly 9,000 miles of air- 
ways now being conducted on sched- 
ule and with 2,500 more in im- 
mediate contemplation, the United 
States undoubtedly takes the lead 
in world aviation. This network, 
which radiates from Chicago to 
practically every part of the United 
States, has had the effect, so far 
as the conduct of business is con- 
cerned, of reducing’ the transporta- 
tion map to one-third its former 
size. 

“The survey shows that, with- 
out national guidance, there actual- 
ly exists in the United States to- 
day a total of 3,608 landing fields. 
Of these, 2,782 are emergency, 226 
are commercial, 319 are municipal, 
102 are used by the army, 40 by the 
navy, and 66 by the air mail service 
of the Postoffice Department. Sea- 
plane stations number 1903.”

At the same time, broadening activ- 
ity in the stock market has caused 
a drain upon the country’s credit 
resources, the increase in brokerage 
loans for the last week of July 
amounting to $86,000,000. 


Although business and financial 
circles will watch closely for any 
effects of the higher rate on their 
activities, it is mot expected that 
the change will exert much of a 
restrictive influence, especially on 
trade. So far as the money mar- 
ket is concerned, the Federal Re- 
serve action merely brings the bank 
rate into closer harmony with pre- 
vailing open market quotations. 

While financial attention for 
some time has been focused on de- 
velopments offering a key to the 
fall trade situation, confidence has 
been strengthened by accumulating 
evidence of prosperity in the first 
half of the year. - The Federal Re- 
serve board last week reported rec- 
ord-breaking industrial activity for 
this period, despite slight reces- 
sions in April and May, with a 
noteworthy enlargement of output 
in the steel and automobile indus- 
tries. 

Interest in new financing 
tinued at low ebb last week, al- 
though bond offerings of more 
than $35,000,000 .were considerably 
larger than in the preceding week, 
when the total barely exceeded 
$10,000,000. In the corresponding 
week last year, bond flotations ag- 
gregated $110,000,000. 

United States government obli- 
gations, always ‘sensitive to chang- 
ing money conditions, were the first 
to feel the pimch of the tighter 
credit situation last week. The 4 
per cent Treasury bonds broke 
sharply, and substantial recessions 
took place in most of the Liberty 
bonds. 

High grade railroad liens were 
subjected to the same sort of sell- 
ing, as large investors lightened 
their holdings, but were absorbed 
with only slight reductions in price. 
The tnusual display of strength in 
railroad stocks, many of which 
reached: the best prices in years, 
kept buying interest alive in the 
carrier bonds. Convertible issues 
had little difficulty in keeping pace 
with the advance of shares. 

Foreign obligations, which only 
a few weeks ago were the center 
of trading activity, quieted down, 
but prices maintained a firm tone. 
Pending further financial develop- 
ments, French issues merely 
marked time, but Rheinelbe Union 
7s and other active German bonds 
established the best prices of the 
year.

Germans Are Ready : 
To Revalue Loans 


(By the Associated Press.) 

The German embassy announced 
yesterday that the mark loans of 
German states, cities and municipal 
associations acquired by the present 
holder prior to July 1, 1920, will 
now be accepted for revaluation at 
the approximate rate of 12% per 
cent of the gold value.

DIL FAMINE HELD COMING 
UNLESS WASTAGE STOPS 


Conservation Methods Urged 
in Report to Be Made 
to Coolidge. 


That a serious oil shortage is in 
prospect within a comparatively few 
years unless conservation methods 
are employed will be asserted in the 
final report of President Coolidge’s 
oil board to be presented to him 
within the next three or four weeks. 

The final draft of the report has 
been prepared, it was learned yes- 
terday, and its transmittal to the 
President is awaiting its approval 
by all the members of the board. 

Secretary of the Interior Work, 
chairman of the board, and Secre- 
tary of Commerce Hoover, another 
of the members, are said to have 
given their approval to the report. 
A draft is in the hands of Secretary 
of War Davis and Secretary of the 
Navy Wilbur, the other two mem- 
bers. The report will go to Presi- 
dent Coolidge without waiting for 
a meeting of the four members of 
the board, nearly al] of whom will 
be out of the city for another 
month. 

President Coolidge will be ad- 
vised in the report, it is understood, 
that wasteful methods are now em- 
ployed by many oil producers and 
that measures must be taken to as- 
sist in a solution of the problems of 
the industry. No radical legisla- 
tion, however, will be recommended, 
as it is the opinion of members of 
the board that drastic government 
regulation would not offer a proper 
solution. 

In holding that a serious shortage 
is likely, the board will take issue 
with the views expressed by many 
of the leading oil producers. Its 
findings will, in effect, support the 
conclusions of the geological survey 
and other governmental agencies 
heretofore. 

The report will point out that if 
it were physically possible to ex- 
tract all the oil now known to exist 
in this country at as rapid a rate 
as during recent years, the entire 
supply might be exhausted within 
the next decade. It will not be pos- 
sible to maintain that rate, it will be 
stated, and, therefore, no complete 
famine will occur at any early pe- 
riod. The annual production, how- 
ever, according to the view of mem- 
bers of the board, is likely to fall 
off within the next six or eight 
years to such an extent as to cause 
a very serious situation. 

The board’s findings will deal en- 
tirely with the domestic production 
situation and will not go into the 
question of prices or imports. 

Another inquiry into the oil situ- 
ation by the Federal trade commis- 
sion is already in progress and a 
report on ‘the question of prices, 
profits of oil companies and possible 
combinations between oil producers 
for the control of prices is to be 
transmitted to the Senate in De- 
cember under the terms of the Tram- 
mell resolution adopted by that body 
two months ago.

Little Interest Is Shown in 
New Financing During 
Week’s Trading.

GERMAN ISSUES STRONG 


New York, Aug. 15 (By the As- 
sociated Press)——A revision of the 
bond market outlook was made 
necessary last week by the unex- 
pected advance in the New York 
Federal Reserve rediscount rate to 
4 per cent, reflecting a general 
tightening of credit conditions. 

Although prices for several 
weeks had beep drifting gradually 
lower as a result of firmer time 
money rates, this trend was ac- 
centuated by the raising of the of- 
ficial bank rate. An _ additional 
stiffening of open market money 
quotations followed this change, 
with every prospect that the ex- 


panding credit demands of trade 
and agriculture will hold the 
money situation firm during the 
fall months. 

For the time being the bond 
market probably will find it is dif- 
ficult to make headway against the 
higher level of money rates, al- 
though the determining factor in 
the long run will be the extent to 
which credit demands withdraw 
funds from the investment field. 
On the initial reaction which fol- 
lowed the bank rate change last 
week, there were indications that 
prices had reached levels which* 
made them attractive to certain 
classes of investors, and this fac- 
tor may be counted on as a stabil- 
izing influence. 


Expect to Eclipse 1925. 


Predictions that 1926 would 
eclipse 1925 as a banner year in 
the steel industry were made by 
the trade reviews last week, and 


were partially borne out by the 
latest statistical reports. Steel 
ingot production for the first seven 
months of the year was materially 
above the output for the _ corre- 
sponding period of 1925, with ac- 
tivities throughout the industry 
stabilized at a much higher rate 
than a year ago. 

For the first time this year the 
United States Steel Corporation an- 
nounced an increase in unfilled or- 
ders on its books at the end of 
July. New buying meanwhile has 
given promise that unfilled tonnage 
will continue to gain. 

Railroad freight traffic contin- 
ued at the highest level of the year 
as a heavy movement of grain to 
market got under way. Crop con- 
ditions were reported good in most 
Western States, with the prospect 
that fair prices would aid in the 
economic comeback of this terri- 
tory. 


Manufacturers Are Confident. 


Reports from other important 
industries indicated that manufac- 
turers were facing the second half 
of the year with greater confidence. 
Leading rubber company execu- 
tives indicated that this industry, 
having survived serious unsettle- 
ment in the crude rubber market, 
should be soundly reestablished by 
the end of the year. 

The widening excess margin of 
consumption over production, 
which was especially noticeable in 
July, was welcomed by the textile 
industry, although the cotton goods 
trade was somewhat disorganized 
last week by the sharp break in 
cotton prices. 


Price Held Governing 
Size of Future Crops 


(By the Associated Press.) 

After studying the nation’s fu- 
ture food supply, Department of 
Agriculture economists declared 
yesterday that it appears safe to 
predict that developments in com- 
ing decades with regard to acre 
yields will depend, as in the past, 
to a great extent’ on the prices of 
agricultural produets. 

“Despite common belief to the 
contrary,’ they said, crop yields 
per acre have been rising slowly 
in the United States during the last 
forty years. In fact, not an incon- 
siderable part of the increase in 
the volume of production of im- 
portant food and feed crops during 
that period has been due to the 
gradual rise in acre yields.”’

Corporations are making 80 
much money this year that their 
income tax on 1926 profits can 
hardly fail to run to $1,500,000,- 
000 at present rates. The prospect

000. That is almost as much as 
was paid last year by both individ- 
uals and corporations. 

Heavy profits on stock transac- 
tions will yield an enormous tax to 
the government. When Thomas 
Cochrane, of the J. P. Morgan firm, 
publicly painted such a rosy picture 
of Genéral! Motors the other day as 
to send its stock kiting into new 
high-price levels, he unwittingly 
turned at least $1,000,000 into the 
Federal Treasury. His interview 
was worth $1,000,000 or more to 
the United States government in 
taxes on the profits resulting from 
the general rise in stock prices 
which followed the publication of 
his statement, even though it was 
later toned down by wireless.

London, Aug. 15 (By A. P.).— 
The Kitchener mystery had a new 
development today when Scotland 
Yard officers removed the case al- 
leged to contain the body of the 
British fleld marshal from the un- 
dertakers, where it had been de- 
posited, to a local mortuary. There 
it will remain until tomorrow morn- 
ing, when the matter will be re- 
ported officially to the coroner, who 


will decide whether to call for an 
inquest. 

Frank Power, British newspaper 
man, recently announced that he 
found Lord Kitchener’s body in 
Norway. He had it removed to Lon- 
don and then notified Premier Bald- 
win. The British government ap- 
parently gives no credence to the 
announcement that the body within 
the coffin is that of the fleld mar- 
shal, and it is not known whether 
the police have acted at the instiga- 
’ition of the government or on their 
own authority. At any rate, no fur- 
ther official notice has been taken 
of Power’s communication to the 
government.

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PAT HARRISON ABROAD. 


After an exploration of Europe for several 
Pat Mississippi, 
turns in report to the American people. 
He visited Germany, Belgium and France. In 
the course of his perilous journey he was held 
up by French customs officers and made to 
pay duty on 39 cigars. Then, in Paris, he en- 
tered into extended pourparlers with taxi driv- 
ers, hotel couriers and waiters at boulevard 
cafes. The data thus accumulated, after care- 
ful coordination and have yielded 
this distilled wisdom: 

1. A high tariff is.an abomination. 

2. The European debtors of the United 
States can not pay the United States 
removes its tariff on their goods. 

3. As the demand for payment of these 
debts is unabated, it follows that the tariff 
will be the leading issue in the campaign of 
1928. 

Senator Harrison, it must be admitted, is 
supported in his reasoning by more complete 
data than are usually gathered by those who 
insist that the United States shall pay Europe’s 
debt by admitting Europe’s goods into ‘this 
country free.

The 
short-circuiting of intellect often causes a 
supernatural incandescence that is easily mis- 
taken for the light of reason, when in fact it 
is the warning of annihilation. 

But Senator Harrison is not of that ilk. We 
befieves in personal research as a’ means 06? 
vindicating opinions already formed. His ex- 
perience on the French border and the infor- 
mation he has gathered in Paris fully bear out 
the conclusions he had reached long before he 
began his epoch-making voyage, and which 
he had expressed in extenso with a wealth of 
eloquence and wit upon the floor of the Sen- 
ate. French customs officers, waiters, taxi 
drivers, et al., would be rendering poor service 
to their country if they failed to supply its 
champion with data whereby he can force the 
United States to close its factories for the 
benefit of Europe. They did not fail. They 
gave to Senator Harrison the information he 
was seeking. He will do the rest.

The abdication of the German emperor was 
announced November 9, 1918, and from that 
date republic. The con- 
stitution of the republic was adopted July 31, 
1919, by the national assembly at Weimar, and 
promulgated on August 11, 1919. \ 

The new constitution declares that the new 
commonwealth is a republic, and that the power 
of the state is derived from the people. The 
colors of the republic are black, red and gold. 

The constitution provides for central and 
state legislative organs and makes every state 
a republic in form, with universal, equal and 
direct franchise, both male and female. An 
imperial council represents the several! states. 

In the reichrat, correspogding to the United 
States Senate, there are 68 members; in the 
reichstag, corresponding to the House of Rep- 
resentatives, there are 493 members, having 
membership in seven regular and several minor 
political parties.

PLAY STRERTS, 
The campaign against 
the streets, to be started at an early date 
through the District Parent-Teacher Associa- 
tion, Ought to be more productive of good re- 
sults. Despite repeated warnings through the 
columns of the press and over the radio, the 
authorities have been able to do little toward 
stopping this dangerous practice. In all sec- 
tions of the city children may be seen at all 
hours of the day playing in.the streets, en- 
dangering their lives and hindering traffic.

If vacant lots can not be obtained for this pur- 
pose, little-used streets might be. roped off. 
If funds are not available for payment of in- 
structors, older boys and girls might be desig- 
nated ‘‘play street proctors” by the authori- 
ties, provided with badges and assigned as 
guards for younger children, with the honor 
of the position as their only salary. Other 
cities have utilized similar systems and found 
them successful.

GERMANY WANTS HER COLONIES. 


Germany, expecting to become a member of 
the league of nations and a permanent mem- 
ber of its council, is planning to bring about 
an agreement for the return of some of her 
colonies. The league of nations is technically 
the sovereign of territories taken from Ger- 
many and Turkey, which are now in possession 
of Belgium, France, Great Britain and Japan. 
These territories include great areas in eastern 


The scheme of ‘‘mandates,’’ concocted by 
the ingenious Jan Smuts, of South Africa, en- 
abled the league of nations to turn over con- 
quered territory to the allies exactly according 
to the agreements made in the secret treaties 
of 1915 and 1916, which were concealed from 
President Wilson until he reached Paris, ac- 
cording to his own statement. 
powers are supposed to hold these territories 


in trust, for the benefit of the peoples thereof” 


and are not supposed to establish monoplies in 
them for themselves. On this theory France 
is spending millions in a war in behalf of the 
Syrians, who are so backward as to desire in- 
dependence. Britain, by the same warrant, is 
employing forced native labor in the develop- 
ment of Tanganyika and other captured Ger- 
man colonies. Japan's’ solicitude for the 
helpless population of Yap was such as to make 
her extremely reluctant to grant a foothold 
there to the United States for a cable station. 
Now Germany hopes to induce her new 
allies in the league of nations to relinquish 
their possession of some of these mandated 
territories. It is said that Germany feels that 
‘he loss of her colonies was a blow at her amour 
propre which the great powers will readily 
appreciate and hasten to ameliorate. Colonies 
are needed for the overflow of German popu- 
lation, it is added; and more than all, Ger- 
many needs colonies in which to develop raw 
materials under her own flag, in order to be 
enabled to reenter the world’s markets as a 
strong competitor against her new allies. 
These reasons may induce the powers con- 
cerned to surrender the territories in question, 
but if so the league of nations may as well

accomplished.

“Raw materials under her own flag.” 
does that mean, in view of the economic con- 
ference projected by the league of nations? 
This conference is expected to show that the 
nations, including the United States, should 
pool their raw materials and abolish their 
tariffs, so that all nations may have all the 
raw materials they need and shall no longer 
protect their home industries by imposing 
duties on imports. Germany’s plan, therefore, 
is entirely contrary to the plans of the league. 
And the suggestion that the ‘colonies ' shall 
produce raw materials for the benefit of the 
mandatory power—that, also, is contrary to 
the spirit of the covenant. .There must be no 
exploitation of colonies by powers holding 
mandates over them. Read the covenant. 

The fact that the allied powers are exploit- 
tng the territories handed over to them by 
the league of nations is a matter to be handled 
by the league of nations council; and the 
council is directed by these same powers. So 
everybody is satisfied, as the situation stands. 

Nevertheless, if and when Germany enters 
the league as an equal member, the question 
of exploitation of former German territories 
may become extremely troublesome to the 
powers that so easily agreed in 1915 to divide 
these territories among themselves.

DESTROYING FUTURE PARK SITES. 


Unimproved property all over the District is 
being developed for residence purposes at a 
rate that should suggest to the park and plan- 
ning commission the imperative necessity of 
prompt action in obtaining sites for parks and 
playgrounds for the greater National Capital. 
It matters little that present building pro- 
grams seem to contemplate a surplus of houses, 
or that some of those already erected are still 
vacant. The vital fact is that the contractor 
is at work, early and late, and available and 
suitable park sites soon will be transformed 
into subdivisions, laid out, and 
provements made. 

Any one who will take the time and trouble 
to make a survey of these building operations 
will be amazed at their extent. Far out Massa- 
chusetts avenue, for example, steam shovels 
are not only leveling off the ground for build- 
ing sites, but destroying fine old trees, luxuri- 
ant in foliage, which constitute part of beauti- 
ful landscapes. 

This section of Massachusetts avenue and its 
adjacent territory will be eventually built up, 
and parks and playgrounds in such areas will 
be needed. Can they be obtained hereafter at 
less than extravagant cost. This Massachusetts 
avenue “improvement” is typical of what is go- 
ing on all over the District. Shade trees that 
have withstood the storms of years were never 
in such ill favor in and around Washington as 
they are today. Those that long have adorned 
Gonnecticut avenue and other streets have fal- 
len victims to the demand for widening those 
thoroughfares to relieve traffic congestion. 
This destruction may be defended on the 
ground of public necessity, but no such ex- 
cuse can be accepted for wanton destruction in 
the timbered sections of the District. Unless 
the park and planning commission takes early 
action there may be no wooded lands from 
which to make park selections.

THE NEW BANKRUPTCY LAW.

POLICE DISCIPLINE. 


When the superintendent of police laid 
down the dictum that members of his force 
must stop harassing citizens, he merely re- 
iterated what he had announced as his policy 
in dealing with the public. Police officers of 
Washington must avoid brutality in enforcing 
the law. Maj. Hesse will receive the com- 
mendation of the people in suppressing the few 
officers guiliy of misconduct. 

Not only does Maj. Hesse insist upon cour- 
tesy, but he has cautioned his men that the 
legal rights of the public must be guarded and 
protected. The old-time rule that anything 
is justified that will enable an officer to win 
his case has been thrown into the discard. The 
guarantees of the rights of individuals mean 
something more than a vague privilege, to be 
set aside by the whims of any police officer.

Accumulation Includes Many Small Savings—“Pinch- 
penny” Methods a Factor—Annual Interest Charge 
Reduced $80,000,000, Lord Report Says. 


Savings in the administration of 
the government's business totaling 


many millions of dollars are detail- 
ed in the report of Brig. Gen. H. 
M. Lord, director of the budget, to 
the President covering the expen- 
ditures of the government for the 
fiscal year ended July 1, 1926, 
which were made public yesterday. 

Gen. Lord points out that the 
surplus of receipts over expendi- 
tures for the fiscal years under 
budget control, 1922 to 1926, in- 
clusive, has aggregated $1,757,- 
099,152.68. This has been applied 
to reduction of the public debt, 
thereby reducing the annual inter- 
est charge on the government by 
approximately $80,000,000. 

The savings were managed by 
various devices, ranging from the 
failure to replace resigned em- 
ployes and the apportionment of 
their work among remaining em- 
ployes to actual changes in systems 
of transportation, filing, consolida- 
tion of offices, reapportionment of 
work among bureaus and offices 
and so forth. 

Due to centralized control of 
transportation facilities in the Dis- 
trict, 
‘government offices in the 
has been handled by navy yard 
trucks, effecting a saving of $4,000.

Capital effected Savings aggregat- 
ing many thousands of dollars. 
Among the economies effected here 


were the recovering of 700 awn- 
ings in their own shops, saving 
more than $2,000, the saving of 
many thousands of square feet of 
building space. 

In the general accounting office 
real ‘“‘pinchpenny’’ methods are re- 
ported, such as the saving and re- 
distribution of rubber bands and 
paper clips. This is the den of 
Comptroller General McCarl, ‘“‘the 
watchdog of the Treasury.” All of 
the departments reported savings 
because of more efficient handling 
of routine matters and cooperation 
between bureaus and departments. 
Standardization of printed forms 
and envelopes effected a large sav- 
ing in nearly every department. 

The use of the reserve system 
whereby government chiefs. set 
aside certain sums of the annual 
appropriations for unforeseen emer- 
gencies has resulted in a great sav- 
ing. Another saving has been 
gained by turning over to govern- 
ment departments alcohol seized by 
the prohibition department. Dur- 
ing the last year seized alcohol val- 
ued at $157,854 has been used by 
the government. 

Transfers of war surplus prop- 
erty through the office of the chief 
coordinator, H. C. Smither, between

$1,000,000 District *Cut 
Is Satirized by Democrats 


Citing the District of Columbia 
as an example the Democratic na- 
tional committee’ satirized the 
slash by President Coolidge of $1,- 
000,000 from the preliminary bud- 
get estimates submitted to the 
President last week by Director of 
the Budget Lord.

When it is not feasible to con- 
ceal radiators beneath windows a 
good place for them is in the lower 
part of a built-in bookcase. Here 


they may be inclosed in cupboards. 
They should have a metal hood and 
the cupboard must be lined with 
asbestos air insulation to protect 
the adjacent woodwork. 

One of the sketches shows an 
interesting treatment of a‘radiator 
that stands out in the room under 
a window. A window seat the 
width of the radiator was built and 
on either side book shelves were 
added. Wood lattices and a lyre- 
shaped motif painted to match the 
rest of the woodwork cover the 
radiator proper. This is an ex- 
tremely decorative as well as a 
practical concealment of a radiator 
that stands out into the room. 

An outstanding and uncompro- 
mising radiator on a side wall may 
be inclosed in such a cabinet as is 
shown in another sketch. This is in 
a dining room and the doors are 
filled in with very fine wire netting. 
The open shelves above hold color- 
ful dishes. Painted either to match 
the woodwork or in some striking 
contrasting color, this makes an 
attractive piece of furniture as well 
as concealing an unsightly radiator. 

The other sketch shows a carved 
chest that effectively conceals a 
radiator built out into the room. 
Here the openwork of the carving 


allows plenty of space for the pas- | 


sage of the warm air besides being 
a decorative asset. Such a piece as 
this might be used in the hall under 
a tapestry or ornamental architec- 
tural painting.

DARKNESS AND WARMTH. 


ERE it is hotter than “blue 
H blazes’’—-whatever that may 

mean. The thermometer is 
said to be hanging around 100, and 
there it has hung for several days. 
There is plenty of wind blowing, 
but it has come for several hundred 
miles across the sunbaked prairie. 
The question is, shall we pull down 
the windows and the window shades 
and thus keep out the light and the 
breeze, or shall we throw the win- 
dows wide open and let the breezes 
blow in. The decision on which we 
have been acting is to keep out the 
light and air. 

These are the reasons for the de- 
cision: Sunlight is a mixture of sev- 
eral elements. One part of the ray 
ts a heat producer. Other things 
being equal, a thoroughly darkened 
house is cool. 

The wind is hot—hotter than the 
human body. The air caught in 
clothing and held next the human 
body is practically of the same tem- 
perature as the skin.

In a thin-walled house, 
especially in rooms with a western 
exposure, it is usually better to 
keep the windows up. On the other 
hand, thick, stone-walled houses 
usually cooler in very hot 
weather if the windows are kept 
down.
